London, from a Staff Correspondent 
of the Associated Press, Feb. 17.—The 
cold which has held the western front 
frost bound for nearly a month is 
moderating, and it is easy to scent all 
along the battle line an unmistakable 
quickening which tells of the approach 
of the spring and foreshadows the 
coming to grips of the greatest armies 
yet assembled in the world war.

FILES ITS DEFENSE

Washington, Feb. 17. — The United 
States Steel Corporation defense to 
the government' dissolution suit, was 
asallec!/ today in a lengthy brief filed 
by the government in the supreme 
court. 
The government charges the 
corporation was formed, not as con- 
tended as the result of the legitimate 
development of trade, 
but 
for the 
"suppression of competition and ex- 
ploitation of the public." The govern- 
ment meets the corporation's conten- 
tion that it is not a monopoly because 
It alone cannot dictate prices,, with the 
declaration that the corporation con- 
trols the output of more than 50 per 
cent of production in almost every 
branch 'of its activity, and has main- 
tained prices, notably in the case of 
steel rails, to the extent that competi- 
tors virtually have

tually become a blockade of American 
Atlantic ports by Germany's ruthless 
submarine campaign was regarded by 
officials today as overshadowing the 
collateral issue of the situation.

Three tugs and three lighters from 
the Brooklyn navy yard lowered the 
net early this morning to the bottom 
of the channel which rains between

From shore to shore the 
barrier stretches across the narrows, 
a distance of about one mile. 
Beginning tonight 
all vessels in-

sunset. No ship will be permitted to 
sail except during the day, beginning 
tomorrow.

were connected • with battalion head- 
quarters back in a first line English 
dugout and there was not a moment

Government Will Allow Ho Restraint 


on the Pre*s Is Pr*aident'« •Last 


Word on the Subject.

Washington, Feb. 17.—It became 
known today that the print paper man- 
ufacturers yielded in their opposition 
to the government's efforts to restore 
nonr.al prices, and agreed to permit 
the federal trade commission to deter 
mine a fair scale, only when confront- 
ed with the alternative of personal ac- 
tion by President Wilson and a special 
session of congress to .pass remediaf 
letgisla tion. 


Last Word to Manufacturers. 
At President Wilson's direction, it 
was said. Secretary McAdoo summon- 
ed one of the principal manufacturers 
who was acting as spokesman for the 
others, and informed him that inas- 
much as the government itself was 
not permitted by the constitution to 
impose prohibitive restrain upon the 
press, rthe administration did not in- 
tend to remain idle, while an alleged 
monopoly through extortionate prices 
for print paper, effectually 
imposed 
greater restraint than the government 
might ever contemplate. 
Mr. McAdoo, it was said, speaking 
for the 'president, informed a repre- 
sentalive manufacturer 
that many 
daily newspaper of the United States 
threatened with being forced to close 
up, a speciol session of congress would 
be called if necessary to pass legisla- 
tion to restore prices and supplies. 
The sequel was, the action of the man- 
ufacturers yesterdayi in agreeing to 
permit -the trade commission to re- 
store normal prices. 


To Prevent Shortage. 
It is understood that the administra- 
tion is going further and taking steps 
to guard against any shortage of sup 
ply in the future.

HARVESTER TRUST 


DISSOLUTION CASE 


IN SUPREME COURT 


Washington, Feb. 17.—The govern- 
ment today filed its 
brief in the 
supreme court in the dissolution suit 
against the International Harvester 
Company, its officers and directors, 
appealed from the federal 
court tn 
Minnesota which ordered the dissolu- 
tion ot the company. 
There is no such thing as a good 
or benevolent trust -within the mean- 
ing of the Sherman law, the govern- 
ment contends, and all combinations 
which break down the competitive 
system in restraint of trade. 
After 
an exhausted review of authorities 
and of declarations made by Senator 
Sherman, author of the measure at 
the time of its passage, the brief con- 
tinues:— 
"It is apparent that these objections 
to substituting a deseptic organiza- 
tion of industry for the competitive 
system were quite much social and 
political and economic, and therefore 
it would not have satisfied congress 
to be told as we are told in this case 
that the power 
which they feared 
was thus far being exercised benevo- 
lently, that prices have not yet been 
increased, nor wages 
lowered, nor

Local Official* Enter in Proteit Against 


Municipal Tax for Highway* 


Outside Limit*. 


The city of Janesville with other 
cities cf the state will be represented 
iu a protest to be lodged with the IgK- 
islature on next Wednesday against 
the levying of 'taxes upon them for 
state and county highway aid and from 
which the city receives absolutely no 
direct 'benefit. 
Mayor James A. Fa- 
thers ^and City Attorney Charles H. 
Lange and possiblyi Commissioners 
Goodman and Cummings will be pres- 
ent at Madison when, the cities' repre- 
sentatives will appear before the joint 
highway committee of the legislature 
•to register their protest. 
As Janesville has lately become a 
member of the league of Wisconsin 
Municipalities, city officials are inter- 
ested in the meeting, since it was the 
league which first made formal protest 
against the law. 
Alderman Frank W. Lucas of Madi- 
son In a letter, today to Mayor Fathers, 
touches upon the subject and also on 
the ideas of bills to cut out the auto- 
mobile and personal property taxes. 
His letter is as follows: 
Dear Mr. Mayor: 
As you are aware, the cities of the 
state receive no direct return from the 
taxes levied upon them for state and 
county highway aid. In other words, 
cities contribute to the construction 
and maintenance of highways outside 
their limits, but pay the entire cost of 
construction and maintenance of the 
streets within thelrTimits. This mat- 
ter was fully considered at the meet- 
ing of the League of Municipalities at 
Oshkoth last summer, and one of the 
duties assigned to the legislative com- 
mittee of the league -was to seek to 
secure more favorable highway legis- 
lation for cities. la seeking: a change 
In the highway law. cities are asking 
merely that justice be extended to 
them. 
The Joint highway committee of the 
legislature has designated Wednesday 
evening, Feb. 21, as the date 
upon 
which cities may appear before and 
present to the committee the cities' 
side of tills highway question. 
It has also been reported that bills 
will be introduced into the legislature 
to cut cut the tax on automobiles and 
also to cut out all personal property 
taxes.

fore resolved that it was necessary 
to create a special organization con- 
sisting mainly of representatives of 
employers 
and trade unions. 
Its 
action is taken seriously not only be- 
cause the meeting was presided over 
bv Frederick Huth Jackson, one of 
the governors of the Bank of Eng- 
land but because of the representa- 
tive character of both employers and 
employed. 
The first requisite laid down in tne 
resolutions passed is "the cordial and 
whole-hearted

In this design the main roof eaves are brought down below the top of the second floor windows In 
order to give the effect of a low house. The first story is in wide siding and the second floor and 
gables are in shingles.
